Heat Converted Directly Into Elecfricity. 

For fifty years electricians have been try- 
ing to discover a method of converfing heat 
directly into electricity. Such a method 
séemsto have been discovered by H. B. 
Cox, a young man from Maine, 
at t living in Hartford, Conn. He 
claims to have invented an apparatus for 
converting heat directly into electricity. 
whichis so simple in construction that he 
does not dignify it by the name of a machine. 
By Mr. Cox’s method heat has been changed 
to electricity as simply as water is changed 
to steam. From glowing coals comes the 
subtie current, without the aid of boiler, en- 
gine, or dynamo. A jet of gas can be made 
to run a dental machine ora sewing machine.

QUEER IDEAS OF REFORM. 


NORTHWESTERN SENATORS DOING 
LITTLE FOR LUWER DUTIES. 


Senators Allison and Aldrich Getting Lit- 
tle Encouragemer.t in Their Fight in 
the Finance Committee—Hides May Be 
Restored to the Dutiable List—Mon- 
tana’s Modest Demands—Capt. Milti- 
meore’s Peculations — Ex-Congressman 
Kasson May Go to Madrid. 

WasHineton, D. C., June i.—[Special.]— 

Some of the Republicans Senators from the 

tariff reform States of the Northwest have 

queer notions. They are on the surface for 
lower duties, but they are giving Senators 


reg and Aldrich mighty little encourage- 


ent in the fight that is going on in the 
Finance Committee. When the chemical 
schedule of the McKinley bill was being 
considered by the majority of the committee 
not much divergence of opinion was shown. 
The House measure had followed pretty ciose- 
ly the Senate bill of two years ago, but where 
it had not reductions were made. Yes- 
terday the pottery scheduie was reached. A 
few reducuons were agreed on, but there 
was a struggle over crockery and glassware, 
which had to be passed temporapliy. 

In the metal schedule a few cuts were alsd 
fixed but nothing was done as regarded tin 
plate, Mexican fluxing ores, or other cardinal 
points. And it is on all these vital questions 
that the alleged Republican tariff-reform 
Senators are failing to come to time. They 
want free lumber, binding twine, and some 
other things, but as long as they are in the 
combine of the carbonate mine-owners and 
525 trausporting companies to keep the pro- 

ibitory duties on lead ores their influence 
for tariff reduction doesn’t count for much. 
The same is true of the wool duties. Every- 


body except Senator Sherman confidently - 


looked to the Senate to take off a few of 
the extra stories that Maj. McKinley 
put on the wool schedules. But 
some of the Western Senators are 
not exerting themselves in this direction. 
They are willing the wool duties shall be 
piled mountain high so long as their precious 
lead ores are protected from Mexican compe- 
tiuop. And to make it all the harder to se- 
cure a reduction in the line of cheaper wool 
a number of Senators are advocating a duty 
on hides, which even Maj. McKinley was 
content to let die in the House. One Senator, 
who has been trying to interest his colleagues 
and give tne members of the Finance Com- 
mittee some support, has given up in disgust. 
He said tonight: “if the wool duties are 
left where McKinley put them I shall rote 
for a duty on hides. Why not? Hides are as 
much entitled to protection as fleeces,” 

in formulating the tariff bill the modesty 
of the State of Montana is brought out in 
striking coiors. Its demands are few, but 
they are specific. High wool duties, prohi- 
bition df Mexican ores, and a tax on hides, 
The first two were gained in the House, 
where it had only one representative. If its 
two members of the Senate can’t succeed in 
securing the duty ou hides they will probably 
feei like retiring. Montana promises to make 
itself as great a nuisance as Pennsylvania. 
In fact, none of the new State Representa- 
tives and Senators have done much to help 
along tariff reduction. 


CAPT. MILTIMORE’S PECULATIONS. 


He Defrauded the Government While Sta- 
tloned at St. Louis, Mo, 
Wasurneton, D. C., June 1.—[Special.]— 
Wen the announcement was made a few 
weeks ago that Capt. Alonzo E. Miltimore, 


»-ignartermaster’s Department, U. S. A., was 


to be tried by court-martial at Tucson, Ari., 
on charges of fraud against. tne Government, 
it was intimated that he was involved in 
some rather questionabie transactions when 
stauoned in St. Louis several years ago, and 
that, although he could not now be punished, 
there were others involved who might 
be reached by the civil’. courts. The 
Treasury Department has looked into 
tne matter, and as a result pro- 
ceedings have deen instituted through 
the United States Marshal at St. Louis 
against the C. Shantly Cantwell company of 
that city to recover $53,000 which it is al- 
leged was fraudulently obtained from the 
Government through the dishonesty of Capt. 
Miltimore. 

The fraud was accomplished, it is charged, 
by the firm mentioned presenting vouchers 
for supplies never delivered which Miltimore 
had paid by the Government, The funds thus 
obtained, it is charged, were divided be- 
tween the two. These transactions covered 
a veriod of several years, and although there 
was a suspicion of wrong-doing which led to 
Miltimore’s relief from the post Several years 
ago the army inspectors were not able to get 
substantial evidence of it until the facts 
came outabout his dishonest doings at Tucson 
a few months since. 


WORK IN CONGRESS. 


Silver to Claim the Attention ef Both 
Houses During the Week. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 1.—Silver and 
politics are likely to be the topics for dis- 
cussion and action in the House this week. 
Monday is suspensioa day under the rules 
and on the following day either the Silver 
bill or the McDuffie vs. Turpin Alabama 
election case is to come up. The order has 
not yet been finally determined, but if the 
leaders wno are canvassing the Repub- 
lican representatives have progressed 
far enough in their count to in- 
sure the adherence of a majority 
to the main features of the caucus bill, they 
will call it up Tuesday under a special rule 
which will limit the time for discussion and 
final action toa period probably not exceed- 
ing two days. The Alabama election case 
is expected to arouse a good deal of partisan 
feeling and it aiso may occupy two days. 
There is an effort making to secure con- 
sideration for the Bankruptcy bill and, as 
the leaders are disposed io test public feel- 


“ing in the matter, one day during the week 


may be allotted for its consideration. 

The Post-Office Appropriation bill is also 
among the brobable subjecis for early action. 

in the Senate, also, the silver question 
promises to be the principal topic for discus- 
sion. 

Progress of the debate on silver 1s likely to 
be interrupted by the presentation of confer- 
ence reports on several measures, Senator 
Allison will call up tomorrow the report on 
the Army Appropriation bill, and some dis- 
cussion Way ensue upon the canteen clause. 
The conference report on the Anti-Trust bill 
is also ready for presentation and may possi- 
bly be brought before Congress for action 
this week.

HARVARD MAY SHORTEN HER COURSE 


President Eliot Is Heartily in Favor of 
the Change. 

Boston, Mass., June 1.—[Speclal.— The 
faculty of Harvard College have the past 
year been considering the reduction of the 
college course tothree years and the measure 
haus now, in a slightly modified form, passed 
the faculty, the Academic Council, and the 
corporation, and only awaits the concurrenéé 
of the Board of Overseers to become a 
statute. This step, whichis today announced 
for the first time in public print, will arouse 
critical attention of all per- 
sons interested in education. It will 
stir up discussion, and provoke not 
a little indignation among thousands of Har- 
vard alumni, and it will constitute the main 
issue in the election of overseers to fill the 
present vacancies, President Eliot says re- 
garding it; “I beueve in it thoroughly. 
The age at which students now enter upon 
their professional life is too high. Men can 
now, it is true, do the course in three years, 
but they are exceptional and the difficulty is 
great. They bave to take six courses a 
year, and that 1s more than the average man 
should do, The age has been steadily in- 
creasing, and in the professional schools the 
term has been lengthening. The prepara- 
tory schools can, if they will, save at least a 
year, and we can help by taking off a year 
from the academic course.” 


AN OLD DECISION Is EXACTLY OPPOSITE. 


Judge Huston Shows a Contradictory Rul- 
int of the Sepreme Court. 

BURLINGTON, Ia, June 1.— The Hawkeye

SCANDINAVIANS PAY TRIBUTE TO THE 
MEMORY OF MARCUS THRANE. 


Exercises at Aurora Turner Hall—Speeches 
in Norwegian, Swedish, and English— 
Children of the Reformer ent at 
the Ceremonies — Notable Mute Por- 
formed—The Career of the Agitator 
and the Results of His Efforts—His 
Connection with Ibsen. 


Marcus Thrane, in whose honor a memorial 
celebration was held at Aurora Turner Hall 
yesterday, was a man who helped make his- 
tory. To many Scendinavians his name is 
What Garibaidi’s is to the Italians. Others 
regard Thrane as an archtraitor to his King 
and the personification of infidelism. - 

The hall was draped in mourning and fes- 
tooned with the American and Scandinavian 
national emblems. There were speeches in 
Norwegian, Swedish, and Engiisn; instru- 
mental music and songs. Jacob Johnson 
was Chairman. On the platform sat three 
children of the famous Norwegian—a son, 
Dr. Arthur Thrane, with his wife and 
daughter; Mrs. Struck of Minneapolis, a 
daughter; and Mrs. Schimpflsy, another 
daughter, with her twosons. Dr. Thrane is 
a member of the Wisconsin State Board of 
Health. 8 

Dr. A. Doe read an historical synopsis or 
the Thrane movement in Norway. Charles 
J. Sundell of the Chicago School Board read 
Ingersoll's “Why I Am an Agnostic.“ Dr. 
G. C. Paoli read from the original manu- 
script Thrane’s autiobiography. Gen. M. M. 
Trumbull made an address in English, and 
Olaf E. Ray read a letter from Kristofer 
Janson, a Unitarian minister of Minneapolis, 
who is also a poet of distinction. 

Two of tne musical numbers deserve 
especial mention. The overture to The 
Mountain Fairy Tale,” by Waldemar Ttrane, 
was played by the orchestra. Waldemar 
Thrane was an uncle of Mareus Thraue and 
next to Greg the greatest of Norwegian com- 
posers. ihe committee having the celebration 
in charge sent to Norway for the score of 
this overture, and it was obtained for the 
occasion at considerable trouble and expense. 
The other number was the Marseillaise, 
which was played by the orchestra. 

- ACHIEVEMENTS OF THRANGS. 

Thrane’s history belongs chiefly to the 
stirring times of 48 and the great liberal 
movement which toen swept over Europe. 
When he died, April 30 last, at Eau Claire, 
Wis., in the 73d year of his age, the world 
had almost forgotten him. 

Thrane was a descendant of one of the old- 


est anc most aristocratic families of Norway. 


At aa early age he received a degree in theol- 
ogy at the University of Christiania. Shortiy 
berore his death he had the meager satisfac- 
tion of being invited to a celebration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of this event at Chris- 
tiania. 

Soon after leaving college he went on an 
extended tour of Europe, and in France and 
Hungary he mixed with the. revolutionary 
parties and imbibed the doctrine which he 
afterwards espoused. 

Returning to Norway in 1849 he began an 
active agitation for anumber of reforms in 
the educational, religious, and commercial 
systems of the country, whose archaic laws 
at that time made the middie and lower 
classes the helpless victims of arrogance and 
oppression. Within two or three years he 
had succeeded in thoroughly arousing not 
only the people of Norway but alsoina

sitions advanced by Thrane. 

Conventious of this new. party were held 
in Christiania. The threatening attitude of 
the aroused masses toward old conditions 
alarmed the Government. 

Strong measures of prevention and cor- 
rection were at one adopted. : 

EFFECT OF THE AGITATION. 

The Thrane movement resuited in the im- 
mediate amelioration of the almost feudal 
land-tenure system under which the peas- 
antry was enthrailed. By act of tne 
Storthing more than 50,000 Norwegian fami- 
lies were relieved from the vassalage of the 
land-tenure laws. More than that, general 
discussion of social and political problems 
was given an impetus which resulted in good 
in many ways. | 

But while the people reaped the benefit of 
Thrane’s effort he was made to ex- 
piate the indignity which he had brought 
on his King. In 1851 he was 
arrested on charges of conspiracy and high 
treason. His followers assert that he could 
have decome Dictator of Norway had he 
given the word, but ne preferred to abide une 
decision of the courts and the law. He was 
convicted and sentenced to three years’ soli- 
tary imprisonment. While serving his sen- 
tence many overtures were made to him if 
he would cease his agitation among the peas- 
antry, but he disdained these propositions. 
When released he emigrated to America end 
lived in the land of freedom the rest of his 
life—some thirty years. 

His ufe had become deeply embittered by 
his confinement and he afterwards lived in 
great retirement. He occupied himself, how- 
ever,in radical newspaper propaganda of 
his views, both political and religious, 
among the Scandinavians of the United 
States. His name is either loved or detested 
by nearly every individual among these peo- 
ple who can read. 

HIS ASSOCIATION WITH IBSEN. 

The name of Henrik Ibsen, the famous 
Norwegian poet-dramatist, is connected 
with that of Thrane in a story which has 
escaped even the Ibsen enthusiasts. When 
Thrane began his agitation in Norway, called 
in history the Turane movement, he puo- 
lished a newspaper in Coaristiania which 
attained a great and powerfui cir- 
culauon. Henrik Ibsen was Thrane’s 
associate editor, and it is said 
that the most radical articles which appeared 
in the paper were written by Ibsen. Even 
Thrane found Ibsen’s ideas sometimes too 
strong for their common safety and he sup- 
pressed many of them. When Thrane was 
arrested the newspaper office was raided by 
the police. A compositor had the presence 
of mind to conceal Ibsen’s manuscript in his 
breast, and to this is owing the fact that 
Ibsen escaped the fate of Thrane. Other- 
wise the great Ipsen might have been the 
companion of Thrane in exile, which sug- 
gests the natural speculation whether there 
would ever have been an Ibsen craze if The 
Doll’s House” bad been written on American 
soil by a Norwegian-American.

Secretary FProctor Says the Government 
Has No Control Over It—Uther Letters. 
The delegates to the Trades and Labor As-

system on the Government works at Fort 
Sheridan.

Acknowledging the receipt of your letter of the 
8th inst, stat that the contractors engaged tu 
building Fort Sheridan, Dllinois, are employing 


‘labor under the ten-hour system, in direct viola- 


tion of the eight-hour law, I have the honor to ad- 
vise you that the work is being done by contract, 
and under the recognized interpretation of the 
-eight-hour law itis held not to be applicable to 
labor employed by United States contractors. 
As the United States cannot regulate the com 
nsation nor the hours of labor it would, there- 
ore, seem that the complaint should be made 
against the contractors rather than the United 

States. , REDFIELD PRECTOR, 

Secretary of War. 

The communication was referred to the 
Committee on Legisiation without any de- 
bate except the murmured comment of one 
of the delegates, ‘‘What’s the use of having 
an eight-hour law, anyway.“

CICERO TOWN BOARD MEETINGS. 


The $50,000 Appropriation Increased to 
$60,000 to Aid Street Improvements. 

The Cicero Town Board hela two sessions 
Saturday—the first from 4to 6 p. m., devoted 
to oratory; the second from 7 to 12, at which 
considerable business was done. The great 
question at issue was the increase in the ap- 
propriation bill for the purpose of operating 
with the Austin Improvement Association 
in improving the street and alley intersec- 
tions. After much discussion, Trustee 
Moore moved an increase in the special as- 
sessment fund from $7,200 to $17,200, ana the 
bili as amended passed by a vote of 4 to 3 
This makes the total levy $60.000. An ordi- 
nance was then passed to that effect. 

The bond of the Cicero and Proviso street 
railway company in the sum of $15,000 was 
approved. Resolutions were adopted in- 
structing the Town Attorney and Engineer 
to assist the. Austin improvement Associa- 
tion in preparing plans for drainage and 
street improvements, instructing the Attor- 
ney to open corres}ondence with Gov. Fifer 
in regard tosecuring a commission for George 
W. Stow as Police Magistrate, and to begin 
proceedings for the opening of Railroad ave- 
nue between Clyde and Austin avenues, and 
instructing the clerk to notify property-own- 
ers on streets to be improved to make all 
water and sewer connections within sixty 
days or be denied the right to make such con- 
nections. The board will meet in adjourned 
session Tuesday evening.

EARLY LEGISLATIVE NOMINATIONS, 

It appears that the Republican Congres 
sional conventions for the three districts of 
Cook County, now represented by Republic- 
ans, will be heid a week from next Saturday. 
The conventions to nominate State Senators 
and Representatives for tne General Assem- 
bly at Springfield will be held the following 
week in the First, Second, Fourtn, Sixth, and 
Thirteenth Districts. The nominations for 
the Seventh District have been made already. 
Thus before the ist of July the Republican 
nominees for the National and State Legis- 
lature, except in the case of four of the ten 
Senatorial districts of we county, will be be- 
fore their prospective constituents. They 
will be subjects of publie disgus- 
sion. They will de called upon to dis- 
cuss: public questions themselves. The 
constituencies will be enabled to judge what 
manner of men they are and their respeéct- 
ive capacities to serve tne people and to 
fairly represent them. There will be ampie 
time for a leisurely canvass. There will be 
ample time, too, to look up, the records of the 
candidates. If any one proves unsatisfactory 
be can be*retired and a more suitabie man 
can be substituted. 

lf any dissatisfaction should arise because 
of any nomination there will be full oppor- 
tunity and pienty of time for explanation 
and reconciliation. The early conventions 
then will tend to secure better nominations 
and greater party harmony. Weak men will 
not care to*subject themselves to public scru- 
tiny and publie criticism fcr a period of six 
months. It is well, too, that the legislative 
conventions should not interfere in the can- 
vass for county offices. Trading will thus be 
avoided. 

Indeed, there seems to be no reason why 
the conventions for Senatorial and Repre- 
sentative nominations in the Third ana 
Ninth Districts should not be valied for this 
month. It will be just as weill to have them 
out of the way. In the case of the Fiftu and 
Eleventh Districts it will probably be wisest 
to wait until the Democrats make theit nom- 
inations. The Democrats are in a majority 
in both districts. The chances are so strong- 
ly in favor of their making weak and vicious 
nominations that the Republicans and the 
people as a whole may profit by their mis- 
takes. 


COMPULSORY VOTING. 

A year ago tne Missouri Legislature passed 
aspecial law the tendency of which is to 
make voting compuisory in Kansas City. The 
principal provision of the énactment is as 
follows: 

Every male person over the age of 21 years 
who shall be a resident of Kansas Oity shall be 
assessed for each year in which a general eleo- 
tion is held a poll tax of $2.50, which shall be 
collected and paid im the same manner as any 
other personal tax; provided, however, that if 
the person so assessed shall vote at the general 
city election held in the year for which such tax 
is levied, and stall receive a certificate from the 
recorder of votes that he has voted at such elec- 
tion, or shall otherwise, establish in such manner 
as may be provided by ordinance that he has so 
voted, such certificate or proof shall operate to 
extinguish such tax for such year. All moneys 
collected under this secuon shall be used for 
sanitary purposes. 8 

We need some such enactment for Dlinois. 
It would be particularly advantageous in Chi- 
cago, where the tendency among busy 
men is not to vote. It is possible, indeed 
probanle, that half of the busy“ men who 
now negiect toexercise the franchise could not 
be induced to do 80 by the fear of a fine of 
$2.50. But the fine might be made $5, and as 
we have on the average three elections every 
year we would have a large fund for sanitary 
purposes or a full vote on election day. 

If in addition to such ap enactment the jury 
laws ot this State should be so amended as 
to provide that jurors should be drawn from 
lists of duly qualified citizens instead of from 
the poll lists as at present we would have a 
still fuller vote. It is notorious that a cer- 
tain class of busy men now refrain from 
voting lest their names may appear on the 
poll lists and that they may be drawn for 
jury service. Indeed, it would not be a bad 
idea, if the Constitution would permit, to 
provide that special lists of those duly quali- 
fied citizens who do not vote because they 
are “too busy” should be drawn on for 
jurors in civil cases. As “ bisiness-men”’ 
they would have the requisite qualifications, 
and the jury service would be the least they 
could give to the public. 

The Kansas City law, at any rate, is worthy 
the serious attention of our leg'slators. 


THE SCHOOL-BOQK TRUST. 

The school text-book manufacturers have 
at last completed their combination by buy- 
ing out the Harper interest in school books. 
and thus have a monopoly of that class of 
publications. Competition is completely shut 
off and the public will now watch the future 
preceedings of the trust with interest not 
unmixed with natural suspicion. 

In its original communication to the public 
the trust announced it had taken the step in 
the interests of economy and cheap and ex- 
cellent school books. Unfortunately this is 
the motto of all trusts. The public is always 
callea upon to believe that they have been 
instituted for economy, but thé record does 
not bear them out, so the School-Book Trust 
will have te prove its claim by its works. 
Whatever prices it may charge it does not 
appear on the surfave that the cutting off of 
competition will improve the character of

SOUND ON THE WOOL QUESTION. 

According to the Washington dispatches 
Senators Allison and Aldrich, one represent- 
mu manufacturing Rhode island and the 
other agricultural lowa, say that they do not 
favor any increase in the wool duties over 
the existing law or any increase in tne duties 
on woolen goods except where it may be nec- 
essary to equalize conditions. As these Sen- 
ators doubtless express the sentiments of 
many of their Republican colleagues and are 
not to be coerced and dragooned like those 
House members who voted against their con- 
victions in favor of prouivitory duties, the 
Senate may be relied on to disagree with the 
wool schedule of the McKinley bill and to 


insist on its disagreement. That will give 
courage to the weak ones in the House, and 


they will vote against McKinley on that point 
which he has most at beart, 

Why should the Senators raise the duties 
on raw Wool, especialiy the carpet wools? 
The McKinleyites say it will increase the 
production and raise the price of American. 
wools, even of those carpet. wools which are 
not grown in this country and ‘which it is 
not profitabie to grow here. But the experi- 
ence of the last quarter century teaches just 
the oppomte. The high duties of 1867 de- 
pressed rather than raised tue price of 
American wools: and, while the decay of 
the sheep industry east of the arid regions 
was due to the opening up of the hot, dry 
lands of the Southwest, which are specially 
adapted for sheep, it was hastened by the 
high tariff of 1867. 

A step was taken in the right direction 
when the Republican varty reduced the 
wool duties in 1883 and benefited both the 
manufacturer and the wool-grower. To 
abandon the Republican policy of Garfield 
and Arthur, and reimpose the old duties of 
twenty-three years ago, would be to injure 
the manufacturer, the wool-raiser, and, Most 
numerous of all, the consumer. 

Mr. McKinley says to the sheep-owners of 
Onio that if bis bill passes it will add from 2 
to 3 cents a pound to the value of their 
wool. It would not have that effect, but sup- 
pose it did. It would add to the gross re- 
ceipts of the inconsiderable number of 
Ohioats who shear sheep the sum of 8400, 000 
a year. But as the average number of 
pounds of wool per head consumed in the 
State is over ten, while that grown is but 
Ave, it will be seen that the interests of the 
consumer should be considered rather than 
those of the producer, and that the man who 
gets a little more for his wool will have to 
pay so much more for thé woolen goods used 
by himself and his family that he will come 
outa loser at the end of the year. For every 
10 cents the farmer gets direcily at least a 
dollar is taken from him indirectly. 

The value of the eges laid yearly in the 
State of Ohio is greater than that of the an- 
nual wool clip, and as a matter of fact hens 
ars more desérving of encouragement 
than sheep. Anything which would raise 
the selling price of the farmer’s eges might 
be a substantial benefit to him, for the in- 
creased cost of thém would not be charged 
back to him. But when an attempt is made 
to force up artificially the value of an article 
like wool, of which he is more of a consumer 
than he is of & producer, and whére the 
higher price of the manufactured article 
hurts bim more than the slight possible ad- 
vance in tne price of the raw article helps 
him, he is sure to be a heavy loser. 

There are Senators who know these things, 
and in the intérest of the farmers, of those 
who have sheep as well as those who have no 
sheep, they will not follow the un-Repubdlican 
pohcy of enacting prohibitory duties on 
wool. is

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THE “ORIGINAL PACKAGE” BUSINESS. 

The Senate passed Thursday by a vote of 
84 to 10, all those in the negative being Dem- 
ocrats, the bill subjecting imported liquors 
to the provisions of the laws of the several 
States, thus taking the sting out of the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court on the 
question of original packages.” 

Whether it will pass the House by a ma- 
jority proportionately so large is doubtful, 
but there seems no reason to imagine that it 
will fail there. For the decision interteres 
not merely with States which have adopted 
prohibitory laws, but also with those which 
are pursuing the rational policy of high 
license and local option. Therefore a Repre- 
sentative who votes for this bill cannot be 
called a prohibitionist. He is, if from Phlla- 
deiphia or Baltimore, voting to preserve the 
license revenues of those two cities, which 
would be cut into if sellers of “crigin&l pack- 
ages were to start up On every street. 

A question has been raised as to the con- 
stitutionality of the law, on the ground that 
the Federal Government, which has ex 
clusive power as regards inter-State com- 
merce, cannot delegate that power. This 
point might have some weight were it not 
for the fact that the Supreme Court has said 
that such action on the part of Congress 
would be constitutional. That disposes of 
that objection. 

Another, which may seem to some a. more 
serious one, is stated thus: 


It a State, even under an act of Congress, may 
exc.ude wines and liquors, what is to prevent it 
from exciuding other products of neighboring 
States?

If there were any reasonable probability 
that the passage.of this bill would usher in 
such a state of affairs as existed under the 
Articles of Confederation, when the City of 
New York imposed duties on the products of 
the farmers of New Jersey and Connecticut, 
and they hit back by imposing retaliatory 
duties, then it should never be passed. For 
all can see the dangers that would ensue 
were each State allowed to discriminate 
against the products of all others, and IIII- 
nos, for instance, could keep out the soft 
coal of Ohio and Indiana, the shoes of Massa- 
ouusetts, and the steel of Pennsylvania. 
There would soon be forty-two prohibitory 
tariffs. ) 
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WORK FOR THE ELECTION COMMISSION. 
Clerk Twohig of the Election Commission 
was décidediy premature in ¢riticising the 
State’s- Attorney a few days ago for not fur- 
nishing the Election Board With a transcript 
of the evidences offered re the grand 
jury against ‘‘Doo” Sims and other offend- 
ing election officers of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward. The State’s-Attorney could not well 
afford to make the testimony in question 
public unt Sims fs placed ou trial in the 
Criminal Court. Mr. Twohig's request for a 
transcript of the evidence was, under . tne 
circumstances, preposterous. — ; 

But if che Election Commissioners are de- 
sirous of going ahead in this matter there is 
evidence to warrant the exemplary and sum- 
mary punishment of Sims by une County 
Judge. Such evidence was presented in the 
preliminary hearing of Sims’ case before 
Justice Hamburgner. It was there proved (1) 
that Sims and three otner Judges deliberate- 
ly destroyed fifteen ballots without warrant 
of law; (2) that those fifteen ballots had not 
been numbered as the law requires; (3) that 
Sims, appointed as a clerk of election, acted 
as judge, having induced another judge to 
feign ilinesa; (4) that while an election 
Officer he approachéd one of the candidates 
and offered to insure his lection for a con- 
sideration. | 

These are facts of pubiié notoriety. Why 
does not the Election Commission pro- 
ceed against Sims, Lynch; Conley, and 
Devine on those and other charges? 
Any of the offenses indicated if proven will 
warrant sending the perpetrators to jail for 
ayear. And now that a citizen of the Twen- 
ty-fourth Ward has made the charges over 
bis signature and has signified his wiiling- 
ness to furnish the Commissioners with the 
hames of witnesses, it becomes the duty of 
the Commissioners to act, and to act prompt- 
ly. It is furmer the duty of the clerk to 
call the Comatissioners’ attention to the 
facts. He will be better employed in doing 
sothanin trying to make capital for his 
party friends by furnishing misieading inter- 
views to the Democratic organs, He must 
know that there is no merit in the case urged 
against Sessions, the Pullman empioyé, and 
that Judge Prendergast has so stated. Why 
then does be drag it before the public so fre- 
quently? 

It is to be noted in this connection that 
Twohig has not referred’ to the notorious 
Eighteenth Ward case against the brewer 
Hoffman who ran amuck through the district 
election day. Though Mr. Twohig has not 
alluded to it, it will be the duty of the 
Stave’s-Attorney to present the cage to the 
grand jury. A failure to do so will be a 
flagrant neglect of duty. The Eiecti6n Com- 
mission has referred this case to the State’s- 
Attorney for thorough investigation. If 
there is a failure to investigate, the blame 
will attach to the public prosecutor,

Waun circles are agam excited by fears 
of widespread crop failure. It is confidently 
asserted that in the Northwest the yieid 
will not exceed 75 per cent, considerable 
areas not having been sufficiently moistened, 


while the season is so late that there is more 


than usual risk of tne grain being caught by 
early frosts before maturity. And itis now 
asserted that the winter wheat yield will 
not 6xceed about 200,000,000 bushels. The 
last named claim is all the more remarkable 
as it is made by a crop expert who refused to 
admit that any noteworthy damage had been 
done by the March frosts, and stoutly main- 
tained his position tilllong after most other 
men concerned had agreed that the prospect 
was not a good one. It is said that 
insect pests are extraordinarily numerous, 


Which is not to be wondered at considering 


the extreme mildness of the winter months, 
and that over vast areas the grain has failed 
to grow again after having been nipped 
down by the cold snap of two and a half 
months ago. Vegetation had proceeded so 
far at that time that there was not sufficent 
strength in the roots to send out grain- bear- 
ing stems anew. It is not impossible that 
the mischief is exaggerated, as a mistake in 
one direction is apt to be foliowed by one 
leaning to the omer extreme, but it does 
appear probable that the Eastern papers, 
which have already begun to talk of 
an unwieldy export surplus for the 
coming crop year, are reckoning without 
their host. It is too early yet to predict that 
the country as a whole will this year raise 
more than enough for the food and seeding 
requirements of its own people, and those 
who do so are open to the suspicion of having 
a wish that is father te the thoucht of indu- 
cing grain-holders to part with their property 
at minimum prices. It will be time enough 
to talk about a big surplus and wonder what 
the farmers and the trade will do with it 
when there is a reasonable assurances of the 
fact. That is not the case now. The situa- 
tion at present is uncertain, to say the least.

‘Many men, many minds,’ is certainly 
valuable if the men are cultivating flowers 
or decorating a room, but not so in politics or 
theology. Fools might certainly be expected

ér the intellect of the age, the fewer these 
vagaries of thought. Ourage comes nearer 
a unity of thought than the tever came in 
church or state. A hun forms of con- 
jecture pass away to make room for one 
great thought. Science has led us along the 
path of perfect harmony of mind. The truth 
is one; it is conjectures that di Igno- 
rance in the past was not so much an igno- 
rance of grammar, rhetoric, even of science, 
as it was one of principles, human 
rights, human duties. All non-Roman sects 
are in advance oi the Catholic, for the 
Romanists still believe that education should 
be that of their ehurch. Protestantism is 
not the natural enemy of Catholicism, but its 
natural friend. It is infidelity, atheism, 
which is fhe only enemy and tue common 
enemy. Catholics endeavor to Romanize 
reason. Education is as broad as the worid. 
There is no such a thing as.a Baptist educa- 
tion, a Methodist education, a Catholic edu- 
cation. The apple falls in obedience to. one 
law; there cannot be two. The study of lib- 
erty has caused tyrants toresign, struck the 
shackies from the limbs of slaves. They 
had no choice. The study of re- 
ligion will make Jews and Christians, 
Frotestants and Catholics one. They have 
no option. As minds rise, they will meet, 
and in the evening of the world the harmony 
ot zhought will be as the harmony of nature.

THE MEANING OF THE CROSS. 

The theme of Dr. Thomas’ sermon vester- 
day was “The Meanine of the Cross of 
Jesus Christ.“ The hero of the world had 
been the carpenter of Nazareth. Men who 
achieved renown by their physical prowess 
were soon forgotten, men who amassed great 
fortunes lived in story, but dropped out of 
the minds of men. That which endured did 
so in proportion as it was ia touch with the 
moral world. Jesus Christ stood in the doof- 
way of moral thought. 

Nos inthe flood of new light which has 
falien on all nature,.“ he continued, what is 
the meaning of the cross of Christ to human- 
ity? The early concepts of all religions, of 
the beginning of our own religion, were sen- 
suous. When Solomon’s Temple was dedicat- 
ed 20,000 oxen were siaughtered and 122,000 
sheep. What a singular ceremony for a ded- 
ication! But there arose prophets who saw 
that this was but a symbol of the offering of 
man’s entire being, and when Christ came 
a great revelation broke upon man. A near 
way to spiritual communion with God was 
opened. St. Paul rejoiced in the emancipa-’ 
tion of religion amid the wrangling 
over ceremonies and what shoul 
be eaten and what. not, and 
that symbolism had dropped away and the 
reality loomed up. ‘God forbid,’ he says, 
‘that Ishould glory save in the Cross of 
Jesus Christ.“ 

Dr. Thomas traced the relapse of the faith 
mio material concepts; how in the latter 
part of the fourth century arose the theory 
that the human family had been captured by 
Satan in Adam, that the Devil held the 
world by ssessory right, and that Jesus 
had given himself as a ransom. It wasa 
recognition of a belligerent’s rights. Satan 
was hardly less great than and the 
coroilary was that Satan still heid claim to 
men unless they were initiated into the fam- 
ily of God by baptism. That was a better 
view than that which came afterward in the 
tenth century—which is still held by the 
Methodists—that Christ became an offering to 
God to propitiate an angry Father; or the 
one now held by the Presbyterians that he 
sacrificed himself to justice. 

All this was a stumbling-block to faith. 
No one could accept it but the one who had 
received itin youth with ali the weight of 
the authority of the church, Ihe ery of 
many was: I cannot understand the 
atonement.“ Yet for other than ethical 
reasons this theory was dropping away. No 
one believed now that man was created 6,000 
years ago or that Adam existed as a histori- 
cal being, and hence the whole foundation 
of centuries of thought was crumbling. It 
all had rested on Adam’s fail, but if there 
were no Adam what then? Yet the Gross ot 
Christ remained. Theories must be bent to 
facts and not facts to theories, 

Then Dr. Thomas worked out the doctrine 
that God is love and that the universe, the 
incarnauon, and the atonement were all 
overfiowings of love, such love as the mother 
has tor her babe, 

** Infidelity,” said he, which is often the 
name for a higher faith, has no objection to 
this. My friend, Col. Ingersoll, tola me he 
had nothing to say against it.“ 

This was the God-ward side. On the man- 
ward side it meant the freedom from cere- 
mony. The blood of beasts, the actual blood 
of Christ were displaced by tne life of Christ 
which they symbolized. It was no longer a 
pleading of the moral insolvency act by 
which a man could sing Jesus paid it all“ 
while retaining the property out of which he 
had cheated his neighbor. The surest repent- 
ance was to undo the wrong, to hate it be- 
Cause it was wrong, not because of future 
punish ment. 

It is a poor honesty,” said the preacher, 
that is only kept on its feet by Joliet and 
Michigan City. The Cross of Christ is not to 
reconcile man to God but man to himself. It 
is the memory of slighted duties, neglected 
ideals, and a conscience tortured into a grave 
from which it is forever coming back that 
torments man. If he can say, I am sorry; I 
forgive myself,’ peace comes, and not a great 
way oft is the peace of God. The love of 
God is stirfing the hearts of the people to 
protest against the wrongs of humanity. The 
Cross of Christ has become tne rallying- 
place for the advovates of the rights of 
man.

NEBRASK A’S GOVERNOR REVOKES HIS 
CALL go" THE LEGISLATURE. 


: * 
Vaeandles Among the Representatives As- 
* signed as the Cause—The Acts Could Be 
Deciared Vold—New Elections Would 
Be Necessary—The Fight in the Oregon 
Kiection Will Be Over the Go®erneor— 
Both Sides Are Contident—Thompson 
and Pennoyer Are the Candidates. 

Lincoun, Neb., June 1.—|Special.)—Gov. 
Thayer this evening issued a proclamation 
revoking the cali for the special session of 
the Legislature June 5. It is dated Saturday 
evening, however. He says? 

A legal question bas arisen which may affect 
future results as to legisiation to be enacted by 
this Legislature at the proposed special session. 
Iam advised by eminent authority, among the 
very highest legal authority in the State, that 
grave results may follow the passage of laws 
by the Legislature in its present condition, 
and that such laws may. be declared 
void. This opinion is most pronounced and em- 
phatic. Another opinion, equally eminent, is 
that the question is surrounded with very grave 
doubts. The cause of these opinions is found in 
tne fact that several districts in the State will 
be without representation. The spirit, intent, 
and purpose of tne Constitution are that all 
the people of * the State shall be 
represented. In the districts referred 
to the people have had no opportunity 
to elect their representatives for the purpose of 
filling vacancies, and, therefore, they are de- 
prived of the right ef representation from no 
fault of their own. The difficulty has arisen 
from the fact that a number of persons have 
been apboin ted to luctative positions in the cities 
and counties, 
from their ~ districts, which 
ifies them from’ holding seats in the 
Legislature. They had not tendered 
their resignations ang the Executive had no offi- 
cial knowledge of such vacancies, therefore 
could not order them to be filled. The statute 
requires that before the convening of the legis- 
lative body in special session the vacancies 
shall be filled by special election. The command 
is imperative; therefore, in order to remove the 
difficulty, it „ would be necessary to post- 
pone the time of the meeting of the Leg 
islature to a subsequent date and to or- 
der elections im the vacant districts, 
which might extend the session to midsummer. 
Rather than prolong the agitation of this special 
session and cause electipns to take place at this 
time, and to save expense tothe State, ana in 
view of the legal difficulties, I have decided to 
rescind the call for a special session, 

The revocation gives general satisfaction, 
as the manufacturers and commercial inter- 
ests, as well as tne railways, were opposed to 
the special session, while the farmers appar- 
ently doubted the propriety of the Govern- 
or’s call, if notitssincerity. |
